RE-ENTRY OF RADIOACTIVE MATERIALS TO THE EARTH; 

10. ADOPTS THE RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE 
PEACEFUL USES OF OUTER SPACE RELATING TO THE 
CONVENING OF A SECOND "UNITED NATIONS CONFERENCE ON THE 
EXPLORATION AND PEACEFUL USES OF OUTER SPACE” AS WELL 
AS TO THE ARRANGEMENTS FOR ITS PREPARATION CONTAINED 

IN PARAGRAPH ( ) OF THE REPORT TO THE COMMITTEE ON THE

ARGENTINA; 

14. REQUESTS THE SPECIALIZED AGENCIESHTO CONTINUE TO 
PROVIDE THE COMMITTEE ON THE PEACEFUL USES OF OUTER SPACE 
WITH PROGRESS REPORTS ON THEIR WORK RELATING TO THE PEACE- 
FUL USES OF OUTER SPACE; 
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15. EXPRESSES ITS APPRECIATION TO ALL GOVERNMENTS WHICH 
ACTED AS HOSTS TO, OFFERED FELLOWSHIPS FOR, OR OTHERWISE 
ASSISTED IN THE HOLDING OF INTERNATIONAL TRAINING 
SEMINARS AND WORKSHOPS ON SPACE APPLICATION, PARTICULARLY 
FOR THE BENEFIT OF DEVELOPING COUNTRIES; 

16. NOTES WITH SATISFACTION THE SUCCESSFUL COMPLETION 
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OF THE MISSION INTO OUTER SPACE, BETWEEN 27 JUNE AND 
5. JULY 1978, BY THE FIRST POLISH COSMONAUT MIROSLAW 
HERMANSZEWSKI, WHO TOGETHER WITH SOVIET COSMONAUT 
PYOTR KLIMUK, WAS LAUNCHED INTO SPACE ABOARD THE SALYUT 6 
AND PERFORM SCIENTIFIC EXPERIMENTS WITHIN THE INTERCOSMOS 
PROGRAMME OF INTERNATIONAL CO-OPERATPON IN THE PEACEFUL 
USES OF OUTER SPACE; 

17. REQUESTS THE COMMITTEE ON THE PEACEFUL USES OF 

OUTER SPACE TO CONTINUE ITS WORK, IN ACCORDANCE WITH 

THE PRESENT AND PREVIOUS RESOLUTIONS OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY 

TO CONSIDER, AS APPROPRIATE, NEW PROJECTS IN OUTER SPACE 

ACTIVITIES AND TO SUBMIT A REPORT TO THE ASSEMBLY AT ITS 

THIRTY-FOURTH SESSION, IN WHICH WOULD BE INCLUDED ITS 

VIEWS ON WHICH SUBJECTS SHOULD BE STUDIED IN THE FUTURE.
